Promises 
were then madeas to when the 
money would be available and 
it was thought that the school 
board would be ina position to 
use the money ere this. The 
bond purchasers, however, have 


not sent through the money as 


yet and school matters are at a 
standstill,

the Western School Supply Co. 
that unless the money was 
placed to the credit of the 
school at once further action 
would be taken, in view of the 
bonds bearing interest © from 
July lst. The Western Schvol 
Co. now promises to do all in 
its power to have the matter 
adjusted at once, and before 
thirty days if possible. 


Money from town is not forth- © 


coming and unless an amount 
sufficient to meet current ex- 
penses is secured, the board is 
ina fair way to be confront- 
ed by a serious situation.

Bome of Britain's Little Heirs to Vast 
a Tracts of Land. 


‘Who is the luckiest youngster | in 
‘Britain? Examination cf the peerage 
; reveals many interesting cases of boys 
‘of tender years who will one day in- 
herit vast riches, estates, and great 
family honors, the most fortunate, 
}perhaps, being the hb gies Earl 
ef Arundel and Surrey, the son of the 
Duke of Norfolk, who is heir to both 
his father’s and’ mother’s estates. The 


,fome of the fairest English counties, 
“his rent roll exeseding a quarter of 
a million a year, while the Duchess 
of Norfolk—Baroness Herries in her 
own right—owns 18,900 acres. 

The duke,is one of. London's ,great 
landowners, owning a considerable 
slice of the’ southeast side of the 
Strand, and, according to a compe- 
tént authority, the renfé. roll of this 
land a couple of decades ago was 
£52,000. New buildings in Norfolk 
and Surrey streets have immeasur- 
ably augmented the rent: roll, which 
has probably increased threefold in 
value. 

A year previous ‘to the birth of the 
Earl of Arundel and Surrey a son was 
born to the Marquis of Bute, “‘the 
uncrowned king of Cardiff,’’ as he has 
been called, whose father Ivft the en- 
ormous fortune of £6,000,000.. His son 
and heir, the Earl of Dumfries, a 
bright little youngster of six years of 
age, will inherit vast estates which 
cover 117,000 acres, in addition to 
many titlés. Lord Bute is the wealth- 
iest peer in Scotland, although he does 
not possess quite s0 many acres as 


the Earl of Dalhousie, who came into | 


the title, an income of over £50,000 a 
year, and about 138,006 acres of land; 
when a boy of nine. His son and heir 
is Lord Ramsay, who was born in 
1904. 

Two more instanges of vast fortunes 
which will’ descend to lucky young- 
sters, not only from their fathers, but 
also from their mothers, are afforded 
by the cases of the Marquis of Bland- 
ford, son of the Duke of Marlborough, 
who is now sixteen years of age, and 
Viscount Mandeville, son of the Duke 
of Manchester, who was born eleven 
years ago. The Duke of Manchester 
owns Some 70,000 acres of land, and is 
also possessor of four country resi- 
dences, two in England and two in 
Ireland. His wife, Miss Helena Zim- 
merman, daughter of an American 
railway magnate, whom ‘he married 
in 1900, brought much wealth to the 
Manchester family. With two excep- 
tions the Duke of Marlborough is the 
smallest of ducal landowners. He 
possesses. about 26,500 acres of land, 
the revenue being given at £36,000. 

Quite a number of heirs to large 
estates were born in’ 1894, the same 
year as the Prince of Wales, and such 
names as Lord Whitchester, grandson 
and heir, after his father, to the duke- 
dom of Buccleuch and Queensburg, 
oecur to one readily, says The Ladies’ 
Field. The duke is easily the biggest 
landlord in Britain. He owns 460,000 
acres, mostly in Scotland, and much 
of ‘it is barren land. The Earl of 
Hillsborough, born in 1894, son of the 
Marquis of Downshire, will inherit 
some day 120,000 acres. A great many 
acres of his future “property ‘are in 
Treland and some in Berkshire.

J. F. W. the regular English cor 
respondent of the Toronto Globe, has 
recently had a little to say about 
the life of working people in free trade 
Britain, We quote; 

“The London bakers, have scored in 
a dispute with the employers over the 
conditions—hours and wages—of work. 
The conditions are admittedly dis- 
graceful; the work {s done in many 
cases in dirty, underground bakeries, 
the hours are cruelly long, sometimes 
a hundred a week, and the pay ts 
miserable 243 or 258 a week. The 
men have now got 308 a week and a 
fifty-four-hour week in. shops, with 
sixty hours in factories, where the 
work is lighter. They are satisfied 
for the time being, but their next 
agitation will be for the abolition of 
night-work and. for the inclusion of 
the baking industry in the Trade 
Boards act. This is an act that was 
passed by the present Government in 
1909 as an experiment in the preven- 
tidn of sweating in a few trades, 
where sweating was notorious.”

Waste of Coal 

Twenty times as much coal is now 
taken from the mines of the United 
States as was taken in 1850. . It is 
estimated that :t the present rate of 
consumption all the coal will be go: e 
jin 2050. 

Most of the coal is wasted. For 
every ton of anthracite, a ‘on and a 
half are wasted in mining; for every 
ton of bitumitous coal, half a ton is 
wasted. Thousands of tons of slack 
and culm are Lurned to free the mines 
from obstruction. This could be 
made into briquettes with coal tar and 
utilized. . 
| Eight per cent cf the coal used in 
manufacturing districts goes up in 
smoke. The smoke injurc3 health, 
damages clothing clothing, buildings 
and vegetation, and the annual loss 
from this source is estimated at $500,- 
000,000. 

But there is more waste than this. 
|It is estimated that with the best fir- 
|jng in use, only 15 per cent of the 
heat units of coal are developed into 
power. There is still greater loss 
in producing light. Not one per cent 
of the energy of coal is used in pro- 
| ducing electric light. 

These facts are given in an article 
in the New York Independence, by 
Mr. Chapin, instructor in economics 
and sclology in Smith college. They 
are, no doubt, continually present to 
the scientific mind, and it is likely 
that some day a more economic pro- 
cess of turning the heat of coal into 
power will be invented.

After conferring with the Dutch 
Authorities at Batavia the doctor 
went to Borneo, and spent eight

Here he was 
joined by Mr. C. B. Kloss, curator, 
of the Kuala Lumpur Museum, and’ 
the two, with five native collectors 
and saventy-four Dyaks, proceeded) 
in a, Dutch. Government ship to ths 
south coast of Dutch New Guinea.

The party disembarked at tha 
mouth of the Utakwa River, which, 
had been ascet.ded by Dutch travel- 
ers two years previously, and appear- 
ed to be the best route into the un-| 
known interior.
